RULE AGAINST ONSIDE | 
‘HICK HELPS FOOTBALL 


BY WALTER ECKERSALL. 

Elimination of the onside kick after 
the ball has been booted past the 
scrimmage line should have a tendency 
to make defensive football stronger, 
with the consequent result more stress 
must be placed upon the development 
of powerful offensive formations. 

Years ago the onside kick was con- 
sidered one of the most dangerous 
weapons in football. With the coming 


of the forward pass back in 1906 the 
play was discarded until Robert Zupp- 
ke pulled it out of his chest of forma- 
tions a few years ago. Since that time 
practically every team in the country 
has attempted to execute it, with the 
result the defense had to be on the 
alert every time a punter assumed 
the kicker’s position. 
Handicap to Defense. 

In the course of hard fought games 
defending players would shout onside 
kick, with the result players of the 
kicking team who were thought to be 
onside had to be covered. This weak- 
ened the defense to a perceptible de- 

ee, because as many as three de- 
fending warriors covered the sup- 
posedly onside player. 

When the onside kick was in effect 
it placed a great burden of responsi- 
bility on the defensive full back or any | 
other player delegated to catch punts. 
The punt catcher always had to make 
sure of the catch no matter where 
the ball was booted, and he was al- 
ways in deadly fear of the onside 
player beating him to the ball. 

Doing away with this dangerous 
football weapon will eliminate to a 
certain. degree the large number of 
fair catches: When the onside kick 
was in effect, coaches instructed their 
players to make fair catches when- 
ever in doubt of catching the ball. 
Catches of this sort have been made 
in all parts of the field and at times 
when runs could have been made 
after the catch. 

A Surprise Play. 

However, the fact must not be lost 
sight of that an onside kick still can 
be executed from scrimimage. Section 
3 of rule 18 defines the play thorough- 
ly in that it states the kicker himself, 
or any other player who was behind 
him when the ball was kicked, may, 
however, recover a kicked ball which 
has not crossed the line of scrimmage. 

It will be readily seen that forma- 
tions can be evolved which will call 
for a kickoff to eitherxside of the field 
with an interference. restraining de- 
fending players from getting at the 
dall, while the onside warriors can be 
placed in positions where they can 
reach the ball quickly and before it 
crosses thé scrimmage line. 

In this connection it should be 
stated that on a kickoff or free kick 
after fair catch players of the kicking 
team are onside and can recover the

How- 
it is a fact that; Milwaukee and 
the federal government are the only 
considerable governmental units on 
this continent that are making an 
effort to get out of debt. 


Most states and cities continue tt get 
further in. Milwaukee's plan is worth 
study. The writer is informed by its 
Sponsors that about 95 per cent of what 
has been printed about it is wrong. 

State Senator Shultz, who has been 
working on the plan for many years, 
with the codperation of economists like 
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Prof. B. A. Ross, dropped in to see the 
writer recently and agreed to sum up his 
plan in as few wo as possible. rt 
not possible to make every detail clear 
in small space, but further information 
as to Milwaukee's public debt amortiza- 
tion funds can be obtained from Senator 
Shultz, who gets his mall at the Mil- 
waukee city hall. Explaining his ideas 
as to municipal financing, the senator 
says: ° 

“ Diagnosing the cause of the abnor- 
mal growth of public débt, two. main 


facts are obvious: (1) The proceeds of 


public debt are used to create revenue 
consuming necessities; (2) public debt 
is not incurred once in a while, but, as 
a rule, regularly year after year. 

“Private enteerprise carefully times the 
dates and measures the amounts of its 
commitments; the commonwealth per- 
functorily issues year after year bonds 
of uniform type to an amount, freghent- 
ly, as high as its debt limitation will 
permit. The consequence is that the 
payments for interest and installments, 
in course of time, overlap and become 
due in bunches. The final outcome is 
that any government which habitually 
issues annually in succession twenty 
year 4% per cent serial bonds, as most 
of our larger cities do, does pay at the 
end of the twentieth year 47% per cent 
on money which it does ngt get. 


— 
“This statement needs substantiation 


before any one will believe it, who has 
not studied the problem. Assume that 
a municipality issues one million twenty 
year 4% installment bonds for twenty 
years annually in succession. How 
much in installments will it have to pay. 
each year? At the end of the first year 
there is one issue outstanding—there- 


fore $50,000 is due, at the end of the 
second year two issues are outstanding, | 


therefore $100,000 is due. 

“ Continue this and you will find that 
at the end of the twentieth year twenty 
issues are outstanding and that a bunch 
of twenty instaliments of 350,000 each 
fall due that year. Now you have this 
situation: On the one hand the 
nicipality pays $1,000,000 for — install- 


ments on old bonds; on the other hand. 


‘it receives $1,000,000 from the sale of 


new bonds, so that as a matter of fact 


the municipality receives nothing. 


“Now as to the interest. What ‘is 


the amount of outstanding. interest 
bearing debt as the years roll by? At 
the end of the first year interest: on 
$1,000,000 matures; at the end of the 
second year interest on $1,950,000 ma- 
tures, because you have borrowed 
$2,000,000, while you have paid off 


$5,000. Continue this also and you wl 


find that at the end of the twentieth 
year there is an outstanding interest 
bearing debt of $10,500,000, on which in- 
terest amounting to $472,500 falls due. 


No matter how many bonds you issue or | 


what rate of interest they bear, the 
thing always works out the same way.

“Now let us consider the other all- 
ment of municipal financing. Private 
enterprise uses the proceeds of its bonds 
to create revenue producing business;
